Brown, Hoover m anager in Ohio, 
th a t the anti-Hoover and Dawes 
ma'nagers sp ent $36,000 there in 
the p rim ary camp aign, $26,500 o l 
which was raised after the death 
of Senator Willis and the unof­ 
ficial entry of Dawes in the race. 
Likewise, the committee 
has 
decided, chairm an Steiwer 
a n­ 
nounced, to investigate the 
in­ 
sinuations and charges of Sen­ 
ator Heflin of Alabama, who as­ 
serted on the floor th a t $10,000,- 
000 has been sp ent for Secretary 
Hoover and Gov. A1 Smith since 
19 24. Heflin will be invited to a p ­ 
p ear before th e committee next 
week. Thus 
far he 
has 
not 
claimed to have any definite in­ 
form ation concerning the ch arg ­ 
es, but he will be called up on to 
p rove them if he can.

and more easily established. 
Some folks m ay not know 
it, 
some folks m ay not have 
even 
dream ed it, and some folks m ay 
not even have given it a thought 
but it cost Rush county w ithin a 
half cent of 45 cents for 
each 
vote cast in th e p rim ary. 
This 
may seem cheap for some votes 
and m ay seem 
an exhorbitant 
p rice for others. At any rate, it 
took th a t m uch of th e tax p ay- 


delegates and even in some cases 
p recinct com m itteem en. 
It cost the county $240 for the 
election board who 
tabulated 
the returns. Each of th e th irty- 
one p recincts sent 
statem ents 
to the county auditor 
for 
a- 
m ounts ranging from $55 to $68. 
Ballots on which the little blue 
cross was m arked cost 
$253.65. 
Election sup p lies for the p recinct 
officials cost another $245.20. All 
in all th e grand total was 
$2,- 
614.46 for one little p rim ary elec­ 
tion—and it all has to be done 
over again in November. 
There was an average of 5,9 01 
votes cast in th e Rush 
county 
p rim ary. Of these 5,9 01 
votes 
3,759 were R ep ublican votes and 
2,142 were dem ocrat votes. Con­ 
trary to m anv individual beliefs, 
the eves of the law 
recognize 
no difference in th e w orth of a 
Rep ublican vote over a 
Demo 
cratic vote, so th a t by sim oly di­ 
viding the $2.614.46 w orth 
of 
exp enses by th e total num ber of 
votes cast, it can be seen 
w hat

FARM NOTES 


In “Feeding Cattle for Beef,” 
which has just been p ublished by 
the United States Dep artm ent of 
Ag riculture as Farm ers’ Bulletin 
15 49-F, W. H. Black of the Bur­ 
eau of Animal Industry offers in 
16 p ag es a condensed and simp li­ 
fied analy sis of p ractices in feed­ 
ing cattle which hav e been test­ 
ed in the feed lots and p astures. 
It is intended p rimarily as an aid 
to farm ers who hav e not had 
wide ex p erience in finishing cat­ 
tle for the m arket, but it is be­ 
liev ed the bulletin will be no less 
v aluable to ex p erienced feeders 
in checking their 
established 
methods. 
Since the net returns from cat- 
basis for measuring success in 
basic for measuring success in 
the fattening of cattle, the au­ 
thor p oints out the desirability 
of knowing the m arket trends by 
seasons and for a term of y ears. 
This knowledg e p lus an ex am in­ 
ation of the kinds and quantities 
of feeds and roug hag es on the 
farm, will in larg e measure de­ 
termine when to buy feeders and 
what sort to buy . 
Dry -lot feeding and fattening 
on g rass are the two methods of 
finishing cattle for market. 
It 
often p ay s to feed g rain sup p le­ 
ments to cattle on g rass to g ain 
a better finish at an earlier date 
when the m arket is likely to be 
hig her for such g rades. In recent 
y ears the demand 
for 
smaller 
cuts of hig h quality meat has fa­ 
v ored the p ractice of feeding cal­ 
v es liberally and selling them as 
fat y earling s. Quotations from 
the bulletin will indicate 
its 
scop e: 
••Ap p rox imately 75 p er cent of 
the fertilizing constituents of 
feeds fed to liv estock is returned 
in the m anure.” 
"Most cattle feeders take it as 
a m atter of course th at cattle 
feeding can not be made a sue- | 
cessful enterp rise without hav ing 
hog s in the feed lot.” 
"Such feeds as milo, kafir and 
barley should be g round.” 
"The 
hig her the g rade, or 
quality of the feeder the more 
economical will be its use of 
feed.” 
“When feeders are 
relativ ely 
cheap and 
feeds hig h, cattle 
p ossessing considerable fat are 
p referable.” 
"If cattle are to be finished on 
g rass and if there is sufficient 
roug hag e to carry them throug h 
the winter, the feeders should be 
p urchased in the fall. Buy ing

Boil fifteen minutes, cool, 
add the sy rup drained from the pine­ 
apple and one-half cup lemon juice. 
Freeze, and, when done, add the 
cooked and cooled pineapple mixture. 
Mix well, pack and let stand at least 
an hour before serving. 
Alo h a Pen o ch e: 
Cook one-half cup 
brown sugar, one cup granulated sugar, 
one-fourth cup cream and one-half cup 
crushed pineapple until a soft ball 
forms when a little is dropped in cold 
water. 
Remove from fire, add one 
tablespoon 
butter 
and 
beat 
until 
creamy , add on^-half teaspoon vanilla 
and one-half cup walnuts, pour into a 
buttered pan and cut into squares.

In "Feeding Cattle for Beef," 


which has just been published by 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture as Farmers' Bulletin 
1549-F, W. H. Black of the Bur- 
eau of Animal Industry offers in 
16 pages a condensed and simpli- 
fied analysis of practices in feed- 
ing cattle which have been test- 
ed in the feed lots and pastures. 
It is intended primarily as an aid 
to farmers who have not had 
wide experience in finishing cat- 
tle for the market, but it is be- 
lieved the bulletin will be no less 
valuable to experienced feeders 
in checking then- 
established 


methods. 


Since the net returns from cat- 


basis for measuring success in 
basic for measuring success in 
the fattening of cattle, the au- 
thor points out the desirability 
of knowing the market trends by 
seasons and for a term of years. 
This knowledge plus an examin- 
ation of the kinds and quantities 
of feeds and roughages on the 
farm, will in large measure de- 
termine when to buy feeders and 
what sort to buy. 


Dry-lot feeding and fattening 


on grass are the two methods of 
finishing cattle for market. It 
often pays to feed grain supple- 
ments to cattle on grass to gain 
a better finish at an earlier date 
when the market is likely to be 
higher for such grades. In recent 
years the demand for smaller 
cuts of high quality meat has fa- 
vored the practice of feeding cal- 
ves liberally and selling them as 
fat yearlings. Quotations from 
the bulletin will indicate 
its 


scope: 


••Approximately 75 per cent of 


the fertilizing constituents of 
feeds fed to livestock is returned 
in the manure." 


-Most cattle feeders take it as

Well, it is "catching" as Indi- 


ana is engaged in collecting a 
vast sum to erect a memorial in 
Spencer county, to honor the 
badly neglected Lincoln family, 
who lived in that county four- 
teen years. Lincoln was a na- 
tional character and as such, a 
three million dollar monument, 
at the Capitol rises to perpetu- 
ate his .memory, while a nation- 
al highway extending from New 
York to San Francsico honors 
his name. But to return to the 
Capitol of Knox county, on the 
Wabash and learn the moving 
cause. 
Vincennes, Kaskaskia, 


and Cahokia were settlements 
made by early French Mission- 
aries and had long been trading 
posts. Fort Sackville, defending 
Vincennes was held by the Eng- 
lish after the French and In- 
dian war, and all the 
territory 


west of the 
Allegheny moun- 


tains was claimed by the Eng- 
lish to the Mississippi. Kaskas- 
kia was a French trading post 
on that river, at the mouth of 
an Illinois river of the same 
name south of St. Louis. The 
conflicting claims of France and 
Spain were founded on discov- 
ery and each had made minor 
settlements. 


Col. Francis Vigo was a Span- 


ish subject, born in 1747 in the 
Kingdom of Sardinia, who left 
his parents while quite young 
and enlisted in a Spanish regi- 
ment, which was ordered to Ha- 
vana and subsequently part of it 
to New Orleans, then a Spanish 
post. With this detachment was 
Col. Vigo, who soon left the ar- 
my and engaged in trading with 
the Indians. 


First in Arkansas then to St. 


Louis, which was at that time a 
Spanish post, where he became 
closely connected with the Gov- 
ernor of upper Louisiana. Here 
he was living when the daring 
Clark captured Kaskaskia. 


Col. George Rogers Clark was 


born near Monticello, Albermerle 
county, Va., in 1752 and received 
only a common school educa- 
tion, but took up surveying and 
in 1772 we find him west of the 
Allegheny mountains surveying 
and exploring. The next year he 
took-part in Lord Dunmore's In- 
dian War. In 1775-6 he became 
a resident of Kentucky and a re- 
cognized leader of "backwoods- 
men." Chosen as one of two 
delegates to represent Kentucky 
in the Virginia legislature, he 
brought about the organization 
of the new state, which was 
then a county of Virginia. Pat- 
rick Henry was then Governor 
and Clark having won the favor 
of the Governor, conceived the 
idea of the conquest of the "Il- 
linois Country." He was a dar- 
ing and 'adventruous spirit and 
walked all the way from Har- 
rodsburg, Ky., to Williamsburg, 
Va., to perfect his plans and was 
appointed Lt. Colonel of an ex- 
pedition to attempt that con- 
quest. Returning to Louisville 
he recruited an army and on

soon settled. Prior to all this 
and before he began his expedi- 
tion, Clark had sent Col. Vigo to 
Vincennes to spy out the situa— 
tion and while Hamilton sus- 
pected the object of the visit he 
dared not hold as a prisoner a 
Spanish subject but 
exacted 


from a promise that he would 
go direct to St. Louis and not 
see Clark. This he did but imme- 
diately after visited Clark at 
Kaskaskia and gave him full de- 
tailed 
information 
without 


which Clark would have been 
unable to Capture Fort Sack- 
ville. Col. Vigo was a man of in- 
fluence among the inhabitants 
and gave of his means and in- 
fluence to assist Clark. 


Another actor, on the stage of 


this stirring scene, was Father 
Pierre Gibault, born at Montreal 
in 1737 and at the time of which 
we write, in charge of a mis- 
sionary post at Vincennes and 
being Vicar general of Illinois 
also had charge of the churches 
at St. Louis, Kaskaskia and ot- 
her places. When Clark captured 
Vincennes, it was- through the 
influence 
of Father Gibault, 


that the inhabitants of that 
place without protest took the 
oah of allegiance to the Com- 
monwealh 
of Virginia. 
This 


same influence induced the in- 
habitants of Cahokia to take 
the same step although Clark 
knew he was violating the rights 
of France, then our ally, but 
desperate circumstances excuse 
desperate means. Not only was 
this influence given Clark, but 
two companies of his Illinois 
congregations were sent with 
Clark when he started to recap- 
ture Vincennes. Father Gibault 
left this treritory in 1791 and re- 
tired to Spanish territory be- 
yond the Mississippi. He had 
given all his property to the 
support of Clark's army and ne- 
ver received a dollar of the $1,- 
500 in return and was depen- 
dent on the public in his last 
days and although he modestly 
petitioned the government for a 
small'land allowance, there is no 
record of his receiving it. 


John Law, the historian says 


"Of this expedition, of its re- 
sults, importance and merits of 
those engaged, their bravery, 
skill and prudence, a volume 
would not suffice. For bravery, 
hardships 
endured, 
skill of 


commander and 
obedience of 


men, it stands second to no ot- 
her enterprise of the 
Revolu- 


tion. In its benefits, advantages 
and results acquired I might 
say it was unsurpassed. Almost 
the whole credit of this con- 
quest belongs to two tiea 
vi-j: 


Gen. George Rogers Clark and 
Col. Francis Vigo." 


During the French 
"agita- 


tion" in 1793, Clark had accept- 
ed a commission in the French 
army and issued a call for vol- 
unteers to fight the Spanish, 
but accession of their claims to 
France settled their differences 
and 
Napoleon's cession (for 


value received) in 1803 settled 
the question of foreign posses- 
sions in the northwest. Clark's 
last days were spent in poverty 
and want although granted 8000 
acres of land' in southern Indi- 
ana in 1783 by Virginia 
with 


140,000 acres to his men. The 
only wonder is .that such a 
-magnanimous gift" had not 
killed him before 1818 when he 
died and, tradition has it, was 
buried in Clark qounty in a 
grave made of borrowed soil. 
This gift reminds us of Moore's 
-Lines on Sheridan." 


Clark's account of his expedi- 


tion was not published until 
1869. His memoirs which were 
written at the request of Jeffer- 
son and Mafaison were first pub- 
lished in 1843 in Dillon's history 
of Indiana. It is sad to think 
how he would have enjoyed part

June 28, 1778 started on his ven- 
ture and captured Kaskaskia 
July 4 and by deputy securing 
the surrender of Cahokia and 
Vincennes. The Revolution was 
in full blast and the British too 
far away to hinder his move- 
ments.

Clarks capture, Gen. -Hamilton 
was sent to re-take Vincennes, 
then in charge" of Captain Helm. 
Hearing of this movement Clark 
set out in December, through 
flooded fields and woods with 
170 men to take Vincennes by 
surprise as Hamilton had taken 
the place with Helm and garri- 
son prisoners. It was bitter cold, 
a long march without means of 
conveyance. 
They alternately 


waded water to their waists or 
shivered on bleak prairies and 
in poorly equipped camps. By 
strategy and daring Clark cap- 
tured Vincennes without much 
bloodshed on Feb. 24, 1779. His 
bombastic proclamation to the 
people of the town 
assuring 


them of his goo« intentions and 
threats of dire punishment to 
such as resisted his authority 
had much to do with his suc- 
cess, 
added to his- strategy 


.^whereby he made his insignifi-

horses scramble through a mile 
and a quarter of mud for glory, 
a gold trophy, a wreath-of flow- 
ers and some $50,000.

last few days, while leaving the 
track in 'deplorable condition, 
failed to dampen the ardor of 
thousands of visitors who gath- 
ered for the 54th running of the 
Kentucky derby, America's na- 
tional horse race. 


The race, fifth on the program 


today, probably will get away 
about 4:15 p. m., central stand- 
ard time. Twenty-six horses re- 
mained of the original list of 
196 and scratches were expected 
to reduce this number to twen- 
ty.Reigh Count, the 
splendid 


chestnut colt owned by Mrs. 
John D. Hertz of Chicago, was 
the 
overwhelming 
favorite. 


Thousands of dollars were being 
wagered on other "horses, but 
most of it was bet in the hope 
of beating the 
Hertz entries, 


Reigh Count and Reigh Olga. 


Millions of dollars depend on 


the colt's performance today. All 
wiiitr long, "Big Money" was 
laid in the winter books on him, 
some of it as high as 8 to 1. If he 
wins, many a fly-by-night hand- 
book will be swallowed up. 


The regal colt was guarded 


like an emperor in his stable, 
and no outsider will see him un- 
til he steps proudly to the start- 
ing post this afternoon, well in 
the van of the field. ,
